May 18.—The Dauntless, 
dispatch 
boat of the Associated Press, ar- 
rived here this morning and brought 
the first detailed account 
of 
the 
bombardment of San Juan de Porto 
Rico, by a portion of the fleet under 
the command 
of 
Rear 
Admiral 
Sampson on May 12 last. 


The American 
ships 
sustained 
only trivial injury and lost but one 
man killed. 
After the engagement 
the north end of Morro Castle was 
in ruins, the Cabras island fort was 
silenced and the San Carlos battery 
was 
damaged. 
No 
shots 
were 
aimed at 
the 
city and it is not 
known whether 
any damage was 
done 
there. 
Spaniards 
at 
St. 
Thomas claim that a school house 
was struck and that the master and 
his pui)ils -were killed, but this is not 
thought likely, as the bombardment 
took place early in the morning and 
the school children probably were 
not in the building at the time. 


The plans 
of the 
fortifications 
furnished to the fleet were very mis- 
leading. 
It was known 
that the 
Spanish 
forts had recently 
been 
strengthened with new guns; but 
other facts developed which showed 
miscalulations by those who drew 
the plans. 
Refugees in St. Thomas 
told the correspondent who touched 
there after the engagement that the 
Spaniards thought the forts at San 
luan were stronger than 
those of 
Havana. 


The United States ileet left Key 
West on May .'5 to intercept and de- 
stroy the Spanish Ileet which had 
left the Cape \'erde islands. 
This 
was the only information the United 
States 
navy 
department 
and Ad- 
miral Sampson had ou the subject. 
(Jar warships proceeded slowly east- 
ward, and on May 8 were off Cape 
riaytion, rei)ublic of Hayti. 


Attempts were made there to ob- 
tain the information regarding the 
whereabouts of the Spaniards, but 
no definite knowledge was obtained. 
Early in the morning May 12, Rear 
Admiral 
Sampson's 
ships 
ap- 
proached San Juan, 
the American 
consul at Cape Haytien having in- 
formed the admiral 
that he had 
lieard a report that thirteen Spanish 
warships had been seen heading for 
Porto Rico. 


The city of San Juan is situated 
in a long narrow pocket;. 
A long 
stretch of highland separates it from 
the ocean. 
The narrow entrance of 
the harbor is easily defended and 
the same thing can bo said of the 
headlands 
of lofty 
Cabras island 
which lies in the throat of the pas- 
sage. 


These headlands have been 
forti- 
fied by the Spaniards, but they 
did 
not prove in any way dangerous to 
our warships. 
The town 
of 
San 
Juan is on the ocean side of the bay 
and in the rear of the town 
rises 
high hills. 
To reach the city 
ships 
must pass the Morro castle fortifica- 
tions and the battery of San Carlos, 
situated on a promontory at the east 
entrance of the harbor. 
Besides, 
they must pass the ('anuelo battery, 
on Cabras island. 


The attack 
on the forts was 
so 
planned that our war ships could 
be in a position to meet the Spanish 
vessels should they 
emerge from 
the harbor. 
The following is the 
otUcial plan of action issued to 
the 
American fleet. 


"The squadron will pass near Sa- 
linas point and then steer about east 
CO pass just outside tlie reefs off Ca- 
bras Islands. 
The column is to be 
formed as follows : 


"The 
Iowa, 
flagship; 
Indiana, 
New York, Amphtrite and 
Terror. 
The Detroit is to go ahead 
of 
the 
Iowa, distance one thousand yards. 
The 
Wamputuck 
to keep on the 
Iowa's starboard bow, distance five 
hundred yards. 
The Detroit 
and 
Wamputuck 
to sound 
constantly 
after land is close and to 
imme- 
diately signal if ten fathoms or less 
is obtained, showing at night a red 
light over the stern and at day time 
a red flag aft. 


"The Montgomery to remain in 
the rear 
of the column, stopping 
outside of the fire from Morrow and 
on the lookout for torpedo boat de- 
stroyers. 


"If fort Canuelo fires she is to 
silence it. 
The Porter will take 
station under cover of the Iowa, on 
the port side. 
The Porter to remain 
westward, off Salinas point. 


"While 
approaehing, 
a 
sharp 
lookout is to be kept on the coast 
between Salinas Point and Cabras 
Island for torpedo boat destroyers. 


"When near Cabras Island, one 
half mile to one mile, the Detroit 
will rapidly cross the mouth of the 
harbor an 1 be close under Morro, to 
the westward, screenel 
from the 
fire of Morro's western battery. 
If 
the old guns oa t i e north side of 
Morro f re, she is to silence them. 
The two cruisers are to look out 
especially for Spanish torpedo boat 
destroyers coming out of the har- 
1 bor. 


' 'The Porter, when the action be- 
gins, 
will cross the harbor mouth 
behind the Iowa and run close under 
the cliff to the eastward of the De- 
troit and 
torpedo 
any 
Spanish 
cruiser trying to get out of the har- 
bor ; but she is not to attack de- 
stroyers. 


"The Wampatuck will lower one 
of her boats with its mast shipped, 
flying a red flag and having a boat's 
anchor on board the tug so arranged 
that she can 
stop the boat 
and 
anchor at the same time. 
She is to 
anchor the boat in about ten fath- 
oms with Fort Canuebo and 
the 
western 
end of Cabras island in- 
land. 


"There will Ije two objects for 
attack, the batteries on the Morro 
and the men-of-war. 
If it is clear 
that 
Spanish vessels are lying to 
port, fire is to be opened upon them 
as soDu as they are 
discernible, 
over Cabra« island, j_the motions of 
the flagship being followed in this 
regard. If it should become evident, 
however, that neutral men-of-war 
are in line of fire, a flag of truce will 
probably be sent in before the bat- 
teries are opened. 
The^Portor is to 
hold herself in readiness 
for this 
service. 


"Care 
must be taken 
to avoid 
striking 
the hospitals on 
Cabras 
island. 
If it becomes necessary to 
silence the Morro batteries, a 
por- 
tion of the fire will be directed with 
this object. 
But the principal ob- 
ject is to destroy the ships. 


"After passing the harbor mouth, 
the Iowa will turn a little to star- 
board toward 
the town and •will 
then turn out with a starboard helm 
and again pass to port and 
after 
passing Cabras island to the west- 
ward she will turn 
again with a 
starboard helm and pass as at first. 
Should this plan be changed and it 
be decided to hold the ships in front 
of the entrance, the signal 'stop' 
will be made at the proi>er time. 


"The Indiana, New York and the 
monitors will follow the motion of 
the flagships and remain 
column. 


' The course, 
after Fort Caneulo 
is brought into range with the west 
end of Cabras island, will be east by 
south. 


"Should night fall come with the 
port in the enemy's hands and the 
ships inside, 
the cruisers will take 
up positions jast outside 
the "har- 
bor, 
the Montgomery to the 
east- 
ward and the Detroit to the west- 
ward, 
with their 
batteries ready 
and the men at the gun. 
They will 
show no light. 


"The other ships, in 
succession, 
will sweep the entrance of the har- 
bor and the channel leading into the 
anchorage with search lights to keep 
the torjjedo boat 
destroyers from 
coining ont. 


"In case the 
enemy should 
at- 
tempt to escape from the x^^^^t, fire 
is to be concentrated on the leading 
ship. 
Should the attempt be 
made 
at night, the search lights are to ])e 
turned on her bridge 
and conniug 
tower and are to be held there. " 


The fleet assembled ofl" San Juan 
about ;? o'clock 
on Thursday last 
and prepared for battle, 
stripjjing 
the decks and getting the guns, am- 
munition aud appliances for hand- 
ling wounded ready. 


Rear Admiral Sampson had trans- 
ferred his flag to the Iowa and the 
attack of the forts began at 5:15 and 
lasted three hours. 


Although it was known at San 
Jaan that 
the American fleet was 
near, the Spaniards apparently kept 
no lookout. 
The 
soldiers in the 
forts and the people in the 
town 
were fast asleep when our warships 
approached. 


It was not yet broad daylight and 
the coast of the island was veiled in 
unusual haze. 
A range of 
broken 
hills came almost down to the ocean 
and further inland, making a sharp 
line against the sky, 
rose a tall 
range of mountains. 
Overhead the 
sky was a deep blue, but nearer the 
horizon were great masses of cotton- 
looking 
clouds. 
The 
wind 
Wiis 
blowing and a long, 
heavy 
swell 
gave a graceful motion to the sea. 


The admiral's order were carried 
out. 
The fleet steamed majestically 
into the harbor and in due course of 
time opened a tremendous fire uijon 
the fortifications. 


Three times the warships made 
the circuit outlined in the oliicial 
plan. 
The forts withstood the 
first 
round, but the Montgomery, from 
her station near i'ort Caneulo on 
Cabras Island, 
wrought 
complete 
destruction. 
With 
glasses, 
the 
officers of the 
Montgomery 
could 
see the occupants of the fort jump- 
ing over the walls and 
running 
away. 


The Detroit, which was nearest to 
Morro, had to train her guns at high 
angle. 
Her shots, directed at the 
north sMe of the Morro, 
cut deep 
furrows in the face of the fortifi- 
cations. 


The lo.va, leading the fieet, de- 
livered her 
deadly missiles with 
great accuracy upon Morro's north- 
ern walls. 


The rest of the fleet fired in order, 
first on Alorro and then on San Car- 
los. according to position. 


On the second round the Spanish 
gunners were thoroughly awakened 
and stood by the guns bravely keep- 
ing up a furious but aimless 
fire. 
From their firm foundation and high 
elevation 
they 
had 
a 
sijlendid 
opportunity to cripple our fleet, but 
the Spanish gunners seemed to fire 
regardless of aim and as if only 
desirous of emptying their maga- 
zines. 


From the Associated 
Press 
dis- 
patcli boat we could see the Ameri- 
can shells fall among the forts and 
among the troops of the 
erarrison.

who has 
been ordered to Manila to report 
movements 
of the 
United States 
troops there for the 
Associated 
Press. 


The Charleston was heavily load- 
ed with ammunition 
for 
her 
own 
guns, in addition to a large supply 
of powder and projectiles for 
Ad- 
miral Dewey's fleet. 


No troops were 
carried on the 
Charleston 
and she had no more 
men than her own crew, 380 
men. 
The cruiser was heavily loaded with 
coal, but 
will not have much left 
when she reaches Manila.

The pressing need of this has be- 
come more evident wnthin the last 
few days since the captain general 
is know^n to have been in constant 
communication with the iidmiral of 
of the Spanish squadron, and

with Madrid. 


He has thus been an intermediary 
between 
the government and 
the 
admiral, informing them of his own 
needs and advising them on matters 
of policy. 


The authorities here feel the need 
of bringing 
this communication to 
an end, and oificial inquiry has de- 
veloped that there 
will 
be 
little 
dilllculty in isolating Captain Gen- 
eral 
Blanco if the necessary steps 
are quickly and energetically taken. 


Havana's 
communication 
with 
the outside world is carried on by 
means of five distinct cable lines. 
Two of these 
run to the United 
States 
and are 
of course 
closed 
against General Blanco. 


The remaining three cable exits 
from Havana are by way of Santi- 
ago on the south coast of Cuba. 


Havana is connected by two ¡lines 
with Santiago, and also by one shore 
cable with Santiago. 
The actual de- 
parture of the cables 
from 
Cuba 
occurs at Santiago, two of the lines 
running thence to Jamacia and one 
to Hayti. When a message has once 
left Cuba by one of the three lines 
still open, it has less than six differ- 
ent cable routes it can adopt 
after 
leaving Jamacia or Hayti. 


From 
Jamaica, one route goes to 
Colon, 
Pernambuco, 
Cape 
Verde 
islands and thence to Spain ; a sec- 
ond route goes to Bermuda, Halifiix 
and thence to Spain ; a third route 
goes to Venezuela, 
Pernambuco, 
Cape Verde and thence to Spain ; a 
fourth route goes to the Windward 
islands, Dutch Guiana, Pernambuco, 
Cape Verde and Spain, From Hayti 
there are two routes, one to Vene- 
zuela, Pernambuco, Cape Verde and 
Spain, and a 
second by way 
of 
Windward islands to British Guiana, 


The authorities, after much

have figured all out of these various 
means by which General Blanco can 
keep up his communications. 


They are satisfied that the 
three 
cables running to Santiago are 
the 
routes from which all these various 
branches spring, and that 
if 
this 
triple root is cut the entire 
system 
of communication 
between 
Cuba 
and the outside w^^ld will be at 
an 
end. 


Santiago is not a strongly 
forti- 
fied town and it is believed 
there 
would be little 
danger attending 
the cutting of the three cables

Bomhardment 
of Charleston would resnlt in great 
damage to that city and be hard on 
the people of that place, 
notwith- 
standing it would not to any extent 
cripple the military strength of the 
United States. 
But what an effect 
it would have in Spain, where the 
people are strongly moved by any- 
thing theatrical. 
Bombardment of 
an American city by the Spanish 
fleet would of itself be salvation for 
the dynasty at Madrid and the Span- 
iards would believe they had been 
tremendously victorious in the war, 
no matter how completely the sub- 
sequent thrashing might be. How- 
ever, it is not at all probable^ that 
Cervera will ever get his fleet with- 
in sight of the American shore. He 
will be lucky to break into a Cuban 
harbor. 


Some of tlie Kule8 of War. 


In modem warfare between civi- 
lized nations all weapons and in- 
struments 
which 
make 
warfare 
actually cruel and barbarous are re- 
garded as illegal. 


Although hundreds may lose their 
lives at once from such weapons as 
submarine rams, mines or torpedoes, 
these are considered lawful. 


Red hot shot, chain shot and ex- 
plosive ballets are considered cruel 
instruments of war on the other 
hand, and no self-respecting nation 
would employ them. 


It would be proper for either 
Spain or the United States to lay 
waste the standing crops of the 
other merely to temporarily reduce 
a district to deprivation, but it 
would be illegal to uproot vineyards, 
orchards, etc., so as to desolate the 
country for years afterward. 


A flag of truce, a Red Cross hos- 
pital flag or a signal of distress dis- 
played by Spain, for instance, would 
have to be respected by our forces, 
and no one protected by such a sig- 
nal would be harmed. 


Should a body of Spanish soldiers 
or sailors show such a signal fraud- 
ulently, however, it would be con- 
sidered a gross act of treachery, 
punishable by death. 


The employment of spies is still 
considered as legitimate 
warfare 
among enlightened nations, but the 
spy as an individual is generally 
looked upon as rather a dishonor- 
able character. 
All spies must be 
strictly volunteers. 
No soldier in 
uniform could be executed as a spy 
serving the enemy, since a spy is 
necessarily a person in disguise, 
acting under false 
pretenses 
or 
secreted somewhere. 


Men engaged in surveying a Span- 
ish fortification or camp in a bal- 
loon, for instance, could not be con- 
sidered as spies, 
although 
their 
balloon might be destroyed as a ves- 
sel of war. 
If captured alive the 
balloonists could be held only as 
prisoners of war. 


A man in uniform of the United 
States caught in the act of carrying 
information to a Spanish command- 
er would be executed if caught by 
us, since he would be either a spy 
or a traitor. 


Prisoners of war would be very 
carefully handled by a well-bred na- 
tion like ours. 
None but a barbar- 
ous 
general 
would 
countenance 
cruelty to a war iirisoner or a sol- 
dier who had surrendered. 


No neutral state, such as Mexico, 
for instance, could permit an armed 
force belonging to either side to re- 
main on its territory while contem- 
plating an attack. 


Should the force be a defeated 
army or fugitives taking 
refuge 
from pursuit of the enemy, Mexico 
would be simply extending its hos- 
pitality by allowing them them to 
come over the line. 


It would be an unfriendly act for 
any neutral government as one of 
the Central American republics for 
instance, to become a base of sup- 
plies to either belligerent 
nation. 
Some nations have been so cautious 
as to close their ports to two nations 
at war. 


Should no such rule be laid down 
a Spanish man of war might run in- 
to a Central American port 
merely 
to make such repairs as might save 
her from distress or to take aboard 
suflicient coal to enable her to sail 
only to the nearest Cuban port.

diet was closed today by Emperor 
William in person at the royal 
castle. His majesty read his speech, 
which was wholly devoted to inter- 
nal affairs. He concluded with say- 
ing : 


"At the end of the tenth year of 
my reign I am sincerely grateful to 
the diet for having greatly 
assisted 
me in promoting the welfare of my 
people. 
I derive therefrom confi- 
dence that with God's assistance it 
will be possible to preserve 
what 
we have attained and to do justice 
to fresh and ever increasing 
tasks, 
the accomplishment of what the 
welfare of the fatherland requires.'' 


The emperor left the hall 
amid 
enthusiastic cheers and afterwards 
inspected the Emperor 
Alexander 
guards. 
His majesty also gave a 
luncheon at the castle in honor of 
the czar's birthday.

WAsniN<}Tox, May 18.—The house 
bill making it a grave penal oft'ense 
for any person to photograph or 
make public

time the 
strength of fortifications of the 
United States was taken up. 


Mr. McEwen, of New Jersey, of- 
fered an amendment making the 
law operative only in time of war. 
The bill was discussed at some 
length by Messrs. Bailey, Hall, Bel- 
knapp, Bennett, Sayers, Bland, Cox, 
Dockery and Perkins.

Greeted by Fort Wayue 
Citi- 
zens at the South Depot. 


The Sixth 
IHinois Resiment Pasxert 
Xhroiigrh Thiii City Jo Thre« 
Special Trafo». 


Three 
long 
special 
trains 
passed through Fort Wayne today 
over the Wabash en route to the 
rendezvous at Falls Church, Va., 
across the Potomac from Washing- 
ton. The trains were scheduled to 
leave Springfeld yesterday, but the 
soldiers were delayed in getting out 
of camp until late last night and it 
was morning 
befoi'e the trains 
st^arted on their journey eastward. 
There were three sections, the first 
in charge of Col D. J. F(\ster, the 
second in charge of Major Clark and 
the third in charge of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Kittilson. 
OD the three 
trains 
there 
were 
1,03G young 
soldiers who comprise the Sixth 
Illinois regiment of United States 
volunteers. 


When the trains pulled into the 
Fort Wayne depot hundreds of citi- 
zens were there to see ahd greet 
them. 
The officers of the regiment, 
however, were very strict with the 
privates, and a guard, with gun and 
bayonet, was placed at each door of 
every car and none of the troops 
were allowed to leave the train. 
The soldiers were not to be denied a 
sight of Fort Wayne and its pretty 
girls, and there wore hundreds of 
heads thrust out of the car windows 
and many of the younger and more 
sprightly members of the company 
crawled out ofthe windows. 


As each train appeared it was 
greeted with cheers, and as the 
train pulled away toward the east 
there was another huzza for the 
brave young men who were going 
to fight for Uncle Sam and his Hag. 


Dr. Colo, surgeon of the regiment, 
was taken ill with pneumonia on 
the train and Dr. McDausland was 
called to see him. It was found 
necessary to remove the sick man 
from the train, so serious was his 
condition, and be is now at Hope 
hospital. A lieutenant of the com- 
pany was left here to atftend him. 


I.iieutenant Colonel Kittelson, who 
had charge of the tbird section, was 
for eighteen years chief of police at

BOAT DACSTLKSS, KEY WKST, Fla , 
May is.—The Dauntless, dispatch 
hoat of the Associated Press, ar- 
rived here this morning and brought 
the first detailed account of the 
bombardment of San Juan de Porto 
Rico, by a portion of the fleet under 
the command of 
Bear Admiral 


Sampson on May 12 last. 


The American ships sustained 


only trivial injury and lost but one 
man killed. After the engagement 
the north end of Morro Castle was 
in ruins, the Cabras island fort was 
silenced and the San Carlos battery 
was damaged. 
No shots were 


aimed at the city and it is not 
known whether any damage was 
done there. 
Spaniards 
at 
St. 


Thomas claim that a school house 
was struck and that the master and 
his pupils were killed, but this is not 
thought likely, as the bombardment 
took place early in the morning and 
the school children probably were 
not in the building at the time. 


The plans of the fortifications 


furnished to the fleet were very mis- 
leading. It was known that the 
Spanish forts had recently been 
strengthened with new guns; but 
other facts developed which showed 
roiscamlations by those who drew 
the pUra. Refugees in St. Thomas 
Via the correspondent who touched 
there after the engagement that the 
Spaniards thought the forts at San 
Joan were stronger than those of 
Havana. 


The United States fleet left Key 


West on May 3 to intercept and de- 
stroy the Spanish fleet which had 
left the Cape Verde islands. This 
was the only information the United 
States navy department and Ad- 
miral Sampson had on the subject. 
Our warships proceeded slowly east- 
word, and on May 8 were off Cape 
Haytien, republic of Hayti. 


Attempts were made there to ob- 


tain the information regarding the 
whereabouts of the Spaniards, bnt 
no definite knowledge was obtained. 
Early in the morning May 12, Bear 
Admiral 
Sampson's 
ships 
ap- 


proached San Juan, the American 
consul at CapeHaytipn having in- 
formed the admiral that he had 
heard a report that thirteen Spanish 
warships had been seen heading for 
Porto Bico. 


The city of San .'nan is situated 


in a long narrow pockei. 
A long 


stretch of highland separates it from 
the ocean. The narrow entrance of 
the harbor is easily defended and 
the same thing can be said of the 
headlands of lofty Cabras island 
which lies in the throat of the pas-

"The Porter, -when the action be- 


gins, will cross the harbor mouth 
behind the Iowa and run close under 
the cliff to the eastward of the De- 
troit and torpedo 
any Spanish 


cruiser trying to get out of the har- 
bor ; but sho is not to attack de- 
stroyers. 


"The Wanipatuck will lower one 


of her boats with its mast shipped, 
flying a red flag and having a boat's 
anchor on board the tug so arranged \yas 
that she can stop the boat and 
anchor at the same time. She is to 
anchor the boat in about ten fath- 
oms with Fort (,'anuebo and the 
western end of Cabras island in- 
land. 


"There will be two objects for 


attack, the t>atteria<i on the Morro 
and the nion-of-war. 
If it is clear 


that Spanish vessels are lying to 
port, fire to to 1)6 opened upon them 
as sonn as they are discernible, 
over Cabras island.Hhe motions of 
the flagship being followed in this 
regard. If it should become evident, 
however, that neutral men-of-war 
are in line of fire, a flag of truce will 
probably bo sent in before the bat- 
teries are opened. The.Portor is to 
hold herself in readiness for this 
service. 


"Care must be taken to avoid 


striking the hospitals on Cabras 
island. If it becomes necessary to 
silence the Morro batteries, a por- 
tion of the fire will be directed with 
this object. But the principal ob- 
ject is to destroy the ships.

These headlands have been forti- 


fied by the Spaniards, bnt they did 
not prove in any way dangerous to 
our warships. 
The town of San 


Juan is on the ocean side of the bay 
and in the rear of the town rises 
high hills. To reach the city ships 
most pass the Morro castle fortifica- 
tions and the battery of San Carlos, 
situated on a promontory at the east 
entrance of the harbor. 
Besides, 


they most pass the Cannelo battery, 
on Cabras island. 


The attack on the forts was so 


planned .that onr war ships could 
be in a position to meet the Spanish 
vessels should they emerge from 
the harbor. The following is the 
official plan of action issued to the 
American fleet.

these are considered lawful. 


Red hot shot, chain shot and ex- 


plosive bullets are considered cruel 
instruments of war on the other 
hand, and no self-respecting nation 
would omplot them. 


It would be proper for either 


Spain or the United States to lay 
waste the standing crops of the 
other merely to temporarily reduce 
a district to deprivation, but it 
would be illegal to uproot vineyards, 
orchards, etc., so as to desolate the 
country for years afterward.

my reign I am sincerely grateful to 
the diet, for having greatly assisted 
me in promoting tho welfare of my 
people. I derive therefrom confi- 
dence that with God'a assistance it 
will ba possible to preserve what 
we have attained and to do justice 
to fresh and ever increasing tasks, 
the accomplishment of what the 
welfare of the fatherland requires."
